SOYEEAK  INSPECTIONS  CONHNUED  TO  DECBEAoE  IN  AUGUST 


Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  decreased  seasonally  in  August  and 
totaled  only  1,515  cars  compared  vdtli  1,831  cars  in  July,  according  to  re- 
ports to  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Production  and  Ilarketing  Administration. 
The  average  for  the  month  of  August  for  the  crop  year  1940-44  was  1,103  cars. 
Inspected  receipts  for  October  through  August  this  season  vrere  83,882  cars 
compared  Tvith  82,979  for  the  same  period  last  season. 

The  quality  of  soybeans  inspected  October  through  August  this  season 
was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  season.    Ninety-one  percent 
graded  No.  2  or  better  compared  vri. th  88  percent  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year. 

August  inspections  included  the  equivalent  of  about  27  cars  inspected 
as  truck  receipts.
